But Browne points to his rec- 
ord of the past and says that he 
is willing to let 1927 tell the 
tale. So it all depends on the 
weather's actions and crop con- 
ditions for the rest of the year. 
Meantime his ‘clients consist of 
apple and other fruit and vege- 
table growers, sportsmen, race 
promoters, convention commit- 
tees, and a young grmy of spec- 
ulators on the grain market. 

Browne admits that his elab- 
orate system of long range fore- 
casting is based on the long 
time variation in the sun's heat, 
and its effect in producing 
changes in the surface tempera- 
ture of the oceans. 

“Every maximum sun spot 
period means violent fluctua- 
tions of solar heat.” he explains. 
Radiation reaches the earth un- 
evenly, increasing tendencies to- 
ward earthly disturbances, The 
ancient Chinese knew that large 
sun spot years were notable for 
earthquakes. With millions of 
tons of atmospheric pressure to 
the square foot of carth’s sur- 
face, any alteration of high and 
low pressure or weak spots in 
the earth's crust pulls the trig- 
ger and sets off the “quakes.” 

Browne claims that this is 
only an example of his entire 
theory of causations, and that 
causations pre neglected in or- 
thodox metcorological thought. 

But he sticks to the point that 
1927 will be Hke 1816, histori- 
cally known as the “year with- 
out a summer.” He admits that 
there will be some hot spells, 
but insists that there will be 
killing frosts, as late as July, 
and then some carly frosts in 
late summer, the combinations 
of which will affect the grain 
markets of the world. 

So it looks like a contest be- 
tween Browne and the official 
weather men, And here's the 
puzzling part of it. Among the 
men we met on Monday night 
soime had gollowed Browne and 
made money, and others had 
thrown his advice in the discard 
and made money by following 
the orthodox meteorological re- 
ports.

Lindbergh made a speech in which 
he patted all reporters .on the back 
for so ably chronicling his flight, 
and even “anticipating some of his 
program.”
